LONDON, April 1.—The London 
naval conference turned a corner 
today and tonight it appears headed 
toward a successful conclusion of a 
five-power naval limitation treaty. It 
is entirely possible that at Friday's 
plenary session bases will be laid 
publicly for a rapid conclusion 
such a compact. 

Almost coincident with the an- 
nouncement by both the American 
and the British delegations of the 
Japanese acceptance of the Anglo- 
American proposal, regarded as satis- 
factory by both those delegations, it 
became known that Foreign Minister | 
Briand and Foreign Secretary Hen- 
derson had reached an agreement on 
the interpretation of Article XVI of 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions. The formula was telegraphed 
to Premier Tardieu in Paris and at 
midnight it was reported he had 
given a favorable reply. 

There remains the French demand 
that the British agree that, as be- 
tween two nations, there be here and 
now an acceptance of the jurists’ 
recommendations for accommodation 
of the covenant of the League of 
Nations with the Kellogg pact. This | 
is to be considered by M. Briand 
and Mr. Henderson a further 
meeting tomorrow morning, and it is | 
confidently expected that they will 
reach an agreement.

Mr. Green stated this conclusion in 
reply to a question by Senator John- 
son of California after he had pre- 
sented an extended survey showing 
the results of a study of unemploy- 
ment, and had presented his ideas 
concerning measures of relief. 

“‘Men should earn money,”’ he said, 
“not have it doled out to them 
without labor in return. But unless 
employers change their tactics to- 
ward the unions we shall face either 
Federal unemployment insurance to 
take care of the jobless or have a 
revolution on our hands. The coun- 
try cannot stand these continual 
shocks.”’ 

The success of the unions in put- 
ting into effect relief measures de- 
pends upon the cooperation of the 
employers, Mr. Green added, but, he 
charged that a contest against un- 
fonism by mony large industrialists 
mitigated the unions’ efforts. 

*The unions could help in the solu- 
tion of this nroblem,’’ he told the 
committee, ‘‘but we find in great 
industrial centres like Detroit and 
Toledo that large mass productten 
employers s¢ to hate the Ameri- 
can Federatic f Labor worse than 
the Commun: Then when depres- 
sion comes, th hrow their workers 
on the sirect to be cared for by the 
city or charity.

This condition reached its 
eak in February, he testified, when 
t was estimated that 3,700,000 pos- 
sible wage earners were out of work, 
entailing a loss of $400,000,000 in that 
month alone. 

In the ranks of the federation, he 
continued, unemployment reached 
a peak of 22 per cent of the mem- 
bership, but’he surprised the com- 
mittee stating that in the last 
twenty-seven months, comprising 
what was generally considered a 
time of great prosperity, the per- 
centage never fell below 9. He took 
his as a basis for discussing other 
roblems facing workmen through 
the constant technological improve- 
ments in manufacturing. 


Offers Remedial Measures. 


The remedial measures, four in 
mumber, were recommended by Mr. 
Green as follows: 

‘1, Federal employment service to 
connect workers wanting jobs with 
opportunities. At 
unemployed workers have no way to 
know about jobs that they might get. 
They have no money to pay the fees 
of the private agencies, and the pub- 
lic service is inadequate. An ade- 
quate national system of employ- 
ment service must establish the stan- 
dards and practices to be followed in 
local offices. In order that this ser- 
vice may have the confidence of in- 
dustry and labor, there should be 
some understanding and approval of 
policies and decisions. This sort 6f 
confidence comes from participation 
in policy making. There should be, 
therefore, an advisory council in 
which labor and management have 
representation.

Potsdam, N. Y. The legacy was 
made in the will of Miss Annie |

founded the institution, and was to 
be paid upon the death of another | 
niece, Mrs. Emilie V. Moore of | 
Potsdam. Soon after Miss Clark- | 
son’s death, Mrs. Moore, who was to! 
receive the income of the money for | 
life, renounced the gift so that the | 
college might erect new buildings at | 
once, 

In an appraisal of the estate, how- 
ever, the Tax Commission fixed the 
value of Mrs. Moore’s interest in the 
fund at $385,094 and assessed a tax | 
of $16,050.98. The college contends | 

Mrs. Moore renounced the 
legacy long before the appraisal was 
made and that as the money imme- 
diately became the property of the 
college, no tax is leviable because it 
is a charitable bequest.

BRITISH EMIGRATION _ | 


SHOWS A DECLINE 


Figures Show Great Britain and 
North of Ireland Have 27,863 
Quota Visas Left. 





The latest returns from Washing- 
ton of the number of quota immigra- 
tion issued for the fiscal year which 
ends June 30 shows that emigration 
has fallen off in England despite the 
larre number of unemployed. 

Out of a quota for the year of 65,- 
721 for visas to the United States, 
Great Britain and the north of Ire-/ 
land have still 27,863 visas that have 
not been opens for; Germany with 
a qouta of 25,957 has 5,520 quota 
visas remaining for the fiscal year. 
The Irish Free State received 17,583 
for its yearly quota and has 5,486 
visas remaining. Poland got 6.524 
and has still 1,555 for intending emi- 
grants to this country. 

Italy with a total of 5,802 visas for | 
the year has 1,453 unapplied for, | 
while Sweden, with a quota of 3,314, | 
has 743 available. 

Afghanistan still has its full quota | 
of 100, and Siam with a quota of 100| 
has 99 visas left, while China with | 
the same quota has four left.

SHOWDOWN TOMORROW 
ON UNIFICATION BILL 


Democrats Need Two Votes to 
Get the Measure Ont of Com- 
mittee for Discussion. 


Unless the Republican leaders at 
Albany oo their present attitude 
toward the Untermyer transit unifi- 
cation bill, Senator Bernard Down- 
ing, Democratic minority leader, will 
call for a showdown tomorrow with 
a formal motion to discharge the 
Public Service Committee, which 
now has the bill in charge. Chair- 
man William G. Fullen of the 
Transit Commission and Commis- 
sioner Charles C. Lockwood expect 
to leave for Albany this afternoon 
to be on hand when e issue is 
threshed out. 

City and State transit officials said 
last — that they had received no 
indication of any change in the atti- 
tude of Republican leaders, who are 
willing to approve the bill if the 


five-cent fare protective clause is 
eliminated, but insist that the elimi- 
nation be made at the specific re- 
uest of Mayer Walker and the City 
dministration. Senator 

has already served the required no- 
tice that he will move for discharge 
of the committee. The debate on 
the motion itself is expected to be 
sharp and prolonged. 
crats need two Republican votes to 
get the bill out of committee for dis- 
cussion and action on the floor of 
the Senate. It is believed that Sen- 
ator Samuel H. Hofstadter, in ac- 
cordance with the policy outlined by 
Samuel S. Koenig, Republican chair- 
man of New York County, will sup- 
port the motion to discharge. But 
the Democratic minority is not yet 
able to count with certainty upon 
the additional vote needed to offset 
the 27-to-24 advantage of the Repub- 
licans. :

Niagara Hudson Attorney Terms 
the Proposal Futile and Says 
It Would Raise Rates. 


ALTERNATIVE PLAN OFFERED 


Professor Bonbright and

ALBANY, April 1.—The strength 
mustered behind the Democratic mi- 
nority proposals for stricter utility 
regulation met with the continued 
attack of utility spokesmen at the 
hearing today on the public service 
bills and produced a series of 
clashes. 

Leading the proponents of the legis- 
lation, Professor James 
bright of Columbia University, one 
of the Governor’s appointees on the 


Knight investigating commission, de- | 


clared government ownership was 
the alternative to success by the 
utilities in their resistance to effec- 
tive regulation. 

“Fanciful, professorial schemes,”’ 
was the description accorded his 
ideas by Randall J. Le Boeuf Jr., 
general counsel for the Niagara Hud- 
son Power Corporation. ‘‘This is a 
government of law, not of pseudo 
economists,’’ added Charles T. Rus- 


sel, general counsel and vice presi- 
dent of the New York Telephone 
Company. 

The hearing made it apparent that 
if even the more moderate voluntary 
short-term contract plan supported 
by the Knight commission majority 
for stabilizing rates ie enacted there 
will be few, if any, companies ready 
to contract with the Public Service 
Commission. Even Mr. Le Boeuf, 
the most restrained of the utility 
critics, called the proposed contract 
bill ‘‘absolutely futile.’’ 

In the most significant development 
of the day, however, the counsel for 
the Niagara Hudson, distributers of 
over Shalf the power used in the 
State, proposed a simple contract bill 
of a few words, fixing rates in short- 
term agreements. He was hopeful, 
he said, that many companies would 
enter into it. 


Offers Alternative Contract, 


The suggested measure follows: 

“Section 107— The Public Service 
Commission and any public utility 
company subject to its jurisdiction 
may enter into a contract fixing the 
charges, rentals, rates and prices to 
be charged and collected by such a 
utility company within a specific ter- 
ritory for a period of time not to ex- 
ceed ten years. Such rate may not 
be altered without the mutual con-

the Covenant and in resistance to any 
act of aggression to the extent which 
is compatible with its military situa- 
tion and which takes its geographical 
position into account. 


Briand Takes Leadership. 


After winning a victory on Article 
XVI, M. Briand, who appears at last 
to have supplied that leadership the 
London conference has so sadly 


wanted, pointed out to the English 
that France would regard European 
security as much further promoted 
and consequently would be able to 
make much larger naval concessions 
if Britain agreed to a further ar- 
rangement which would protect Eu- 
rope against those wars which might 
be construed as being permitted 
under the League Covenant. He re- 
minded Mr. Henderson that the pro- 
posals of the present British Govern- 
ment put the League Covenant in 
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accord with the Kellogg pact by 
banning all war. 


The jurists meeting at Geneva in 
January worked out formulae in- 
tended for subsequent or by 
all the e members. . Briand 
asked that Britain, France and Italy 
now bind themselves accordingly. 
Article XII of the League Covenant 
says the nations pledge themselves 
not to go to war until three months 
after an arbitration award has been 
made. 

The jurists’ report binds them in 
no case to go to war. The jurists 
eliminate from Article XIII a refer- 
ence which might seem to justify 
war also and with respect to Article 
XV the jurists recommend the elimi- 
nation of the suggestion of war in 
Paragrap 6, and as for Paragraph 7, 
they would add to the measures to 
be taken ‘‘other than resort to war.” 

Now M. Briand asks of the British 
that it be agreed that forthwith as 
between Britain, France and Italy 
if any nation does not observe the 
provisions as amended the sanctions 
of the first paragraph of Article 
XVI would apply immediately. This 
ge says: 

‘“‘Should any member of the League 
resort to war in disregard of its 
covenants under Articles XII, XIII 
or XV, it shall ipso facto be deemed 
to have committed an act of war 
against all other members of the 
League, which hereby undertake im- 
mediately to subject it to severance 
of all trade or financial relations, 
prohibition of all intercourse be- 
tween their nationals and the na- 
tionals of the covenant-breaking 
State and prevention of all financial, 
commercial or personal intercourse 
between the nationals of the cove- 
nant-breaking State and the nation- 
als of any other State, whether a 
member of the League or not.’’ 


Would Combine Strength. 


In other words, what M. Briand 
seeks is to combine the strength of 
Britain and France behind the com- 
bination of the League covenant 
and the Kellogg pact for Europe. 
He makes it plain that he does not

wish to appear to be demanding only 


something for France, but that the 
agreement he proposes should not 
only apply to all Europe but be open 
to adhesion by all European nations. 

It is understood the French re- 
gard it as entirely possible to make 
a five-power treaty, or at least a 
four-power treaty, on the basis of 
the agreement reached today. But 
M. Briand holds that if he can im- 
prove what he has obtained the se- 
curity of all European nations, 
France included, would be so far in- 
creased that France can make larger 
naval cuts. Furthermore, he plans 
to take his London agreement to 
Geneva to be offered as a primary 
factor in consideration of a general 
reduction of armaments. 


It is M. Briand’s contention that 
these new arrangements for making 
war more dangerous for any nation 
do not constitute an increase in com- 
mitments for England and France, 
but mean less danger for the reason 
that the more sure it is made that 
the aggressor will run into trouble 
thhe less probable it will be that ag- 
gression will occur. It is his posi- 
tion that France’s naval and mili- 
tary program represent her estimate 
of her safety needs in conditions as 
they existed before the calling of the 
conference. 

France would still feel safe if noth- 
ing were done at the London confer- 
ence. And France intends to remain 
feeling safe. But if Britain shows an} 
intention to cooperate in enforcing 
the covenant of the League and in 
making aggression more perilous. 
France will feel that, not having to 
depend entirely on her own re- 
sources, she will need smaller means 
of national defense.

APPEAL TO SAVE SEA BIRDS. 
British Students Urge Installation of 
Oil Separators on Tankers. 
Wireless to Tas New YorkK Times. 
CAMBRIDGE, England, April 1.- 
The attention of the League of Na- 
tions was called by the Students’ 
Congress here today to the destruc- 
tion of sea birds by the discharge of 
oil waste from tankers all over the 
world. The oil floats on the surface, 
and every sea bird touching it has its 
wings coated and perishes, they 
pointed out. | 
H. de Vere Stacpoole, the novelist, 


|said that the death of a sea bird 


from this cause is ‘‘the most terrible 


| thing invented by the devil.’’ 


“Oil is always crawling about our 
coasts like a cancer eating into the 
bird life of the world,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
wherever we get oil ships we get 
this terrible business. The remedy is 
to install mechanical separators 
which automatically strain the oil 
from the bilge water in ships. The 
oil retained has value, and the sepa- 
rator would pay for itself in a couple 
of years.’’ 

Several companies have installed 
separators on their ships, but what 
is wanted, he added, is an interna- 
tional law making the separators 
compulsory.

cause of ‘‘discovered corruption” up 
to 1927, and 445 had been dismissed 
for the same reason since 1927. 


Mr. Tydings went on to say that, | 


if any of the 1,365 persons who, he 
said, had lost their lives incident to 
prohibition enforcement, had been 
killed by the agents who were dis- 
charged, they had been the victims 
of ‘“‘crooks wearing the emblem of 
the government and supported by the 
Senator from Iowa, both in speech 
and vote, so that they might con- 
tinue their noble work.” 

Senator Brookhart interrupted Mr. 
Tydings with a demand that he namé 
“the man _ responsible for these 
crooks, for this situation.” 

Mr. Tydings replied that no one 
man could be charged with the faults 
of prohibition administration. Mr. 
Brookhart insisted that Mr. Tydings 
knew who was responsible for the 
defects of dry law enforcement and 
that he was “‘‘afraid’’ to name him. 

“Who is it?’’ snapped the Mary- 
land Senator. 

“His name is Andrew W. Mellon, 
and the Senator will never name 
him,’’ returned Mr. Brookhart. ‘‘He 
will defend him because he is doing 


just what the Senator wants done.” 
Mr. Tydings retorted that the trou- | 
that | 


ble with prohibitionists was 
they indulged in ‘‘random talk about 
this or that man being responsible, 
without a shred of fact to back it 
up with.” 

Mr. Tydings drew upon figures in 
nineteen tables or charts to make 
his points unfavorable to prohibi- 
tion. 

One table showing the number of 
arrests for drunkenness and the an- 
nual rate of arrests per 10,000 popu- 
lation in 385 cities, excluding Chi- 
cago, from 1914 to 1927, set forth that 
the arrests for drunkenness in 1914 
| totaled 465,783, or at the rate of 187 
for every 10,000; in 1921, the first 
year of the Volstead act, the arrests 
had dropped off to 201,339, or at the 
rate of 71 per 10,000, while in 1927 
total arrests amounted to 466,- 
or 146 persons in every 10,000

Another table showed 
of arrests for intoxication annually 
among youths between the ages of 
17 and 21 in the city of Washington. 
The number of such arrests increased 


from 73 in 1920 to 182 in 1921. After 

1921 the figure mounted until it 
reached 414 in 1927 and from this 
peak it dropped to 390 in 1928 and 
368 in 1929. 

Mr. Tydings maintained that the 
table demonstrated that the arrests 
of persons under 21 years in Wash- 
ington had increased 500 per cent 
since the establishment of prohibi- 
tion. 

He replied to arguments made by 
prohibitionists that, since the advent 
of the Volstead act, great economic 
benefits had accrued to the working 
man. He presented a table to show 
that savings banks deposits had vir- 
tually doubled between 1910 and 1920, 
increasing from $159 to $303 per cap- 
ita, while in the dry era from 1920 
to 1929 they advanced about $22, the 
highest per capita average being in 
1928, when the amount was $427. One 
cnart showed that prohibition had 
lopped off approximately $369,386 ,562 
in the national revenues. 

Mr. Tydings submitted figures that, 
he argued, showed there were more 
deaths from alcoholism in the United 
States than in Canada. He empha- 
sized this argument with figures to 
show that deaths from alcoholism in 
New York had decreased from 402 in 
1900 to 98 in 1920, and had increased 
steadily with the coming of prohibi- 
tion from 119 to 1,921 to 813 in 1927. 

He presented a statement of the 
bank accounts of Philadelphia police 
captains in an effort to show that 
corruption in prohibition enforce- 
ment extended to municipalities. 
These figures showed that the Phil- 
adelphia police officials dismissed 
after investigation a year or so ago 
had bank balances ranging from 
$3.040 to $133,845. 

Declaring that corruption had be- 
come far-flung as a result of pro- 
hibition, Mr. Tdyings said that in 
Ohio, the home of the Anti-Saloon 
League, a State Treasurer, elected 
with the support of the League, 
‘‘was caught, by the use of dicta- 
graphs, in a conference with three 
brewers, in which he was conspiring 
for a price to permit the illicit brew- 
ing of licuor.’’ 

Mr. Tydings said that he had taken 
from THe YorK New TiMes a long 
list of Federal, State, Citv and Coun- 
ty officials, ‘‘who have, from Jan. l, 
1927, to Oct. 1, 1928, been convicted 
and involved in various prohibition 
conspiracies and caught in the pro- 
hibition bribery gang.’’ Mr. Tydings 
said the list was too long to read, 
but that he would print it in The 
Record.

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Bootlegger and Wife Are Sued 
For Alienating Man’s Affection 


CHICAGO, April 1 (4.—Suit for 
alienation of affections was filed 
in Superior Court yesterday by a 
woman against her husband’s 
alleged bootleggers. 

Mrs. Caroline Vig asks $25,000 
from Marcel and Nan Katz, who, 
she charges, have supplied her hus- 
band, Lingvald Vig, with liquor 
for eight years, taking most of his 
money during that time and won 
his affections, so that he spends 
more time with them than he does 
with her. 

She says her husband was such a 
good customer that when the Vigs 
moved to Chicago from Minne- 
apolis five years ago, the Katzes 
moved too in order to keep up the 
liquor supply. 

When Vig was injured during his 
work on a railroad, the bill 
charges, the Katzes got a settle- 
ment of several hundred dollars for 
him, had him convalesce at their 
home and sold him enough liquor 
so that when he was well again he 
was also broke again.

Mr. Tydings made his speech from 
a point in front of the Vice Presi- 
dent's rostrum, placing his tables on 
an easel as he explained each one 
of them. 

Mr. Brookhart seemed to be fas- 
cinated by the exhibition. He sat 
close to Mr. Tydings and fought the 
speaker nearly every inch of the 
way. 

In asserting that since prohibition 
was adopted, 1,365 persons had been 
killed by firearms in connection with 
enforcement, Mr. Tydings said: 

“That is more than the total bat- 
tle casualties in our war with Spain, 
which amounted to 710." 

Mr. Brookhart remarked that an 
expert had recently told a Senate 
committee that there were 9,000 mur- 
ders a year in the United States. He 
stated that 1,365 killed in ten years 
out of a population of 120,000,000 
was ‘‘a mighty small thing to be 
holloring about in reference to the 
enforcement of the greatest reforms 
in the history of the human race.” 

“T can well understand,’’ returned 
Senator Tydings, ‘‘that any one who 
can make a statement of that kind 
might be in favor of prohibition. 

“I think the life of every one of 
our citizens should have all the pro- 
tection the Federal Government can 


afford. I take no pleasure at all in 
pointing to the fact that the men 
who were killed were bootleggers, 
and, therefore, deserved to die.’’

| Massachusetts House Rejects Peti- 
tion for State Law Repeal. 


BOSTON, April 1 (@.—The State 
House of Representatives defeated by 
a narrow margin late today an ini- 
tiative petition for the repeal of the 
State prohibition enforcement act 
and thus referred the question di- 
rectly to the people, provided the 
sponsors of the petition obtain an 
| additional 5,000 signatures. The 
| vote today was 123 to 110. 

The petition was backed by the 
Constitutional Liberty League, which 
in 1928 supported a petition for the 


repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment 
to the Federal Constitution. In a 
referendum on that question the peo- 
ple of the State voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of repeal. 

The proposal for the repeal of the 
State enforcement act had been re- 
ported unfavorably to the House by 
a majority of the committee, but all 
except four of these placed their op- 
position in their report solely on the

Henry Bruere Endorses

Prof. H. E. Riggs Holds Com- 
pany Underestimates Value of 
Retired Equipment. 


COUNSEL DISPUTES FIGURES 


M. M. Jones, Consulting Economist, 
Praises Present Service and 
Management. 


The relation between future re- 
quirements of the New York Tele- 
phone Company and the company’s 
past experience as a basis for rate 
increases was the subject of con- 
tinual objections raised during testi- 
mony yesterday when the telephone 
rate case hearings, adjourned in 
Albany last week, were resumed be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
at 120 Broadway. 

The entire day was given 
the cross-examination of Professor 
Henry Earl Riggs, an expert wit- 
ness the public, whose direct 
testimony and part of his cross-ex- 
amination were heard in Albany, ex- 
cept for a few moments when an 
unexpected witness took the stand 
to read a statement opposing the 
“unreasonable attack upon what I 
consider a well conducted and essen- 
tial public service.’ 

Professor Riggs’s testimony con- 
cerned the relationship between sal- 

vage property retired and the first 
cost of the property in an effort to 
show that the telephone company 
had underestimated the amount of 
salvage and had set aside too much 
for depreciation charges each year. 
Frequent differences of opinion were 
heard in testimony concerning the 
ealvage value of plants retired for 
newer projects. 


Disputes Expert’s Views. 


Edward L. Blackman, counsel for 
the company, held that Professor 
Riggs was in error to assume that 


depreciation reserves could be fig- 
ured on the same basis for ‘‘slow- 
moving and fast-moving”’ properties. 
He called attention to the low sal- 
vage value of conduit properties, 
which had not cost $300,000 in twen- 
tv years, as against instruments and 
other equipment which had cost 
$6,000,000 a year for many years. 

Mr. Blackman contended that Pro- 
fessor Riggs had made an error of 
$4,000,000 in his deductions based on 
company figures for 1927. Professor 
Riggs explained that the mathemati- 
eal discrepancy had resulted from 
use of incomplete reports of the com- 
pany. Colonel Charles G. Blakeslee, 
counsel for the commission, said the 
error had caused only a difference 
of 1 per cent in the rates over a 
twenty-year period.

“To the bystander it appears that 
this telephone case can not be entire-

Brookhart Resolution Would Limit 
Power to Pass on Laws. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (P.—A 
joint resolution under which the dis- | 
sent of one justice of the Supreme | 
Court would prevent a law from be- 
ing declared unconstitutional was 
introduced today by Senator Brook- 


hart. 

The resolution proposed to ‘‘define 
reasonable doubt"’ as applied to de- 
cisions on the constitutionality of 
legislation. The Iowa Senator assert- 
ed that in the case of a jury one 
person's doubt might constitute 

‘reasonable doubt,’’ adding that in 
the case of the Supreme Court a 
doubt on the part of ‘‘even four 
learned judges’’ does not suffice. 

The measure was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee after Senator 
Norris suggested there might be a 
question of constitutionality on the | 
resolution. 

Under existing law the court de- 
clares a law constitutional when 
there Is a ‘‘reasonable doubt’”’ as to 
its unconstitutionality.

VERMONT UNIVERSITY 
PLANS BIRD SANCTUARY 


Professor Named to Supervise 
Burlington Park, Bought for 
Outdoor Laboratory. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., April 1.- 
Plans are being formulated by the 
State of Vermont and the Univer- 
sity of Vermont to make a bird and 
rgame sanctuary and a reservation 
for scientific nature study out of 
Eastwoods Park, on the southeast 
border of this city, which the uni- 
versity recently acquired from the 
Hatch estate. 

The work of Edward Hatch’s sea- 
gull sanctuary on the Four Brother 
{slands, named for the four brothers 
in the' Hatch family, will not be in- 
terrupted by this transfer of the 
Eastwoods property. Edward P. 
Hatch established the sanctuary for 
seagulls many years ago and it still 
is maintained by his son, Edward 
Hatch of Willsboro Point, N. Y. 

Some time ago it was announced 
that the Hatch estate desired to sell 
Eastwoods, containing approximately 
ninety-two acres of land, the greater 
part of it heavily wooded with 
primeval, towering pines and hem- 
locks. Fearing that the property 
would fali into the hands of lumber 
men who would strip it of trees, 
nature lovers in this vicinity started 
a movement to save it for posterity. 

A group of about twenty-five pa- 
trons of the outdoor arts cooper- 
ated financially with the University 
of Vermont in the acquisition of the 


property, in order that it might be| 


maintained as an outdoor labora- 


tory for college students and others | 


interested in forestry, zoology, bot- 
any and kindred sciences. 
President Guy W. Bailey has ap- 
pointed Prof. H. F. Perkins, head of 
the department of zoology, as super- 
visor of the new property. He will 
|be assisted by Prof. W. R. Adams

NCE upon a time there was a great foot race from 

Windsor Castle to Shepherd’s Bush in jolly old 

England. It was a_ long time ago, twenty-two 
years to be exact. It was recalled by two visitors yes- 
terday, One was Bert North, a former Knights of St. 
Antony runner, who went through the World War 
with the Princess Pats, and, standing between Captain 
Eddie Rickenbacker and Lieutenant Georges Carpen- 
tier on the field at Mons, received the Croix de Guerre 
with his more famous companions. 

With North was a short, smiling chap, the very 
man who won that famous race from Windsor Castle 
to Shepherd’s Bush just ‘twenty-eight years ago. His 
name is Johnny Hayes. It was little Johnny from the 
| east side of New York City who won the Olympic 
Marathon in 1908 wher Pietro Dorando was disquali- 
i 





fied because helping English hands had carried him 
over the finish line after he had fallen on the track 
| inside the Shepherd’s Bush Stadium. 
Incidentally, no representative of this country has 
| Won the Olympic Marathon since that time, which is 
| what Hayes and North started to talk about. They 
| were trying to drum up interest in training our dis- 
tance runners to capture the marathon in the Olympic 
games to be held at Los Angeles in 1932. But, some- 
how, the conversation drifted back to Shepherd’s Bush 
and old times. 


Backward, Turn Backward. 


“It was funny the way it turned out,” said Johnny, 
with a wide grin. ‘‘You see, the English had that big 
stadium there, but the Americans kept winning so 
many events that the home folks soured on the party. 
It was no fun for them to sit there and see the Amer- 
ican flag hoisted to the top of the flagpole time after 
time. In fact, I guess it was annoying. So the atten- 
dance in the second week fell off to a corporal’s guard. 
They had to steam it up some way, so they did it 
with the marathon.”’ 

‘‘Tell about the ballyhoo,”’ said North. 

‘‘That’s what I'm getting at,’’ said Johnny. ‘‘They 
spread it on thick that British distance runners could 
beat the world, and that they were sure to cop the 
marathon. They did have some good men, too. Yes, 
sir, and they practically promised that the big victory 
would be won by a British subject, and they wanted 
all loyal Englishmen on hand to give the winner a 
fitting welcome at the finish line. It was good dope, 
and a tremendous crowd came out. Queen Alexandra 
was there and 100,000 more, or so they said in the 
papers. 

“Well, we started from Windsor Castle and followed 
the main London highway along the Thames to Ux- 
bridge. Then to Sudbury, Harrow—that’s where the 
famous school is—Wormwood Scrubs Prison and Stoke 
Poges. It was in the cemetery at Stoke Poges that 
Gray wrote ‘the path of glory leads but to the grave’ 
and all the rest of it. I found that out since. I didn’t 
know it then, and, anyway, I wouldn't have stopped 
to investigate the rumor. 


The Stadium Scene. 


“At five miles the Jedders were Lord, Price, Duncan 
and Appleby, all of them Britishers. At ten miles it 
was the same. At fifteen the Britishers were still in 
front. There was a bulletin board in the stadium to 
keep the waiting thousands posted on the progress, 
and the crowd was wild with enthusiasm.

“Sure. He came over here, and we ran three or four

I led all the way, but 
Pete outsprinted me each time at the finish. A good 
runner, Pete. Nice fellow, too.’’ 

What came after that? 

“Oh, I got $1,500 and expenses to run in a marathon 
in Berlin and then I set out to tour Europe. I went 
down into Italy and just mooned around, looking at 
Roman ruins and picture galleries. Went to Florence 
and saw the Uffizi and Pitti galleries and that bridge 
over the Arno that has been painted so often—Ponte 
Vecchio, isn’t it? Well, it sure was pretty. And I 
tried to visit Dorando over there, but I gave it up. He 
lived in a little town way off in the hills. It woilld 
have taken me three days to get there over narrow 
roads, £0 I says sorrowfully, ‘So long, Pete,’ and I've 
never seen him since.

Philip D. Hoyt, First Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner in charge of traf- 
fic regulation, urged the measure 
before the committee. According to 
close departmental estimates, Mr. 
Hoyt said, it would require $450,000 
to supply the 900 additional lights. 
At present in many parts of Man- 
hattan there are traffic lights only | 
at every third or fourth block. Under 
the proposed system, interposing for 
the protection of pedestrians an ‘‘all- 
red’’ interval between the regular 
red and green signal lights, it will 
be necessary to install the signals at 
all street intersections on main traf- 
fic arteries. 

$41,000 for Alterations. 

The additional $41,000 asked, Mr. 
Hoyt explained, will pay for making 
the necessary changes in the exist- 
ing lights. The Deputy Commission- 
er reiterated his belief and that of 


the Police Department experts, that 
the ‘‘all red’’ interval is the best pos- 
sible solution of the problem of pe- 
destrian protection. The intermedi- 
ate amber light, he declared, had 
proved ineffective, as many drivers | 
failed to observe it, starting forward 
the moment the red light faded out. 

Engineers estimated, Mr. Hoyt! 
said, that the improved traffic con- 
trol system throughout Manhattan 
can be completed by next Fall. He} 
added, however that as the modi- 
fied system is completed along each 
avenue it will be put into operation 
as a separate unit. to accustom auto- 
mobile drivers and pedestrians to its 
operation. 

“This is a large sum of money,”’ 
said Mayor Walker, ‘“‘but if its ex- 
penditure be necessary for the bene- 
fit of the pedestrians, we must not 
refuse it. Unfortunately, a large 
percentage of the pedestrians on our} 
streets seem to have little regard for | 
the lights that are installed largely 
for their protection. Impatient of 
the slightest delay, they rush for- 
ward in the middle of the block, 
or anywhere else, dashing right 
through rapidly moving traffic. 


System May Be Extended. 


“If this proposed change and ex- 
tension of the system is a good thing 
for Manhattan, then it should not 
be confined to Manhattan. Ulti- 
mately it would have to oe extended 
to all five boroughs of the city, and 
I suppose that would cost about four 
or five times the amount now asked 
for Manhattan?”’ 

‘I do not think so,” replied 
Deputy Commissioner Hoyt. ‘‘In the 
outlying boroughs, or parts of them, 
it would not be necessary to have so 
many lights, or to have them placed 
60 close together. Furthermore, it 
will be less expensive in the other 
boroughs, because Manhattan is the 
only borough having a cable system 
of central control. In the other bor- 
oughs each 7 works automatical- 
ly, although the operation of the sig- 
nals on each is syn- 
chronized.’”’ 

Mr. Hoyt said it had not yet been 
determined how long the “‘all-red’’ 
period should be. That would have 
to be fixed, he said, by observation 
and study. The ‘‘pedestrian period”’ | 
would have to last longer at some 
intersections than at others and 
might have to be varied at differ- 
ent periods of the day, he said.

The election yesterday of Floyd L. 
Carlisle, chairman of the Niagara 
tiudson Power Corporation, as a di- 
rector of the National City Bank of 
New York was interpreted in bank- 
ing and utility circles here as a move 
likely to facilitate an early considera- 
tion of a merger between the up- 
State utility system and the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company of New York. 

Prospects favorable to a merger 
linking properties worth $1,935,000,- 
000 at the end of last year were said 
to lie in the réle of the National City 
Bank as banker for the Consolidated 
Gas Company, and in the fact that 


Percy A. Rockefeller, John A. Gar-| 


ver and John D. Ryan are directors 
of the National City Company and 
also trustees of Consolidated Gas. 

It was not believed yesterday that 
a merger of Consolidated Gas and 
Niagara Hudson Power was being 
actively discussed at present, but in 
view of plans being made to inter-

| connect the electric companies serv- 
ing Greater New York with the 
| water-power system serving most of 
the industrial territory in the north- 
ern part of the State, it was con- 
|sidered highly probable that a con- 
|solidation of the two groups would 
be solught before many months. 

The Niagara Hudson Power Corpo- 
‘ration, with total assets of $757,000,- 
000, produced 6,875,000,000 kilowatt-~- 
hours of electricity last year, leading 
all companies in the United States, 
with North American a close second 
with 6,773,000,000 kilowatt hours. 

The Corsolidated Gas Company of 
New York, the largest utility operat- 
ing company in e country, with 
total assets of $1,177,500,000, pro- 
duced 3,860,000,000 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity in 1929. A consolidation of 
Niagara Hudson and Consolidated 
Gas would bring into existence an 
interconnected utility system with a 
combined ountput of 10,735,000,000 
kilowatt-hours, based on 1929 fig- 
ures, 

The stepsn ecessary to conduct a 
merger of this importance naturally 
would be long-drawn-out and ardu- 
ous, when the matter was taken ac- 
tively in hand, it was said yesterday. 
There is not even an —— 
similarity in the ownership of the 
two systems at present. 

The prospects of harnessing the St. 
Lawrence River as a superpower 
project are said to have a distinct 
bearing on the future of the public 
utilities throughout the State, al- 
though the distance to New York 
| City is too great to permit direct 
transmission of power economically 
| between the two points. While the 
| St. Lawrence can be made to serve 
the Northern sections of the State, 
it is pointed out by engineers, the

TO HELP EASTERNERS 


C. S. Wilson Urges New York 
Growers to Centralize Work 
of Cooperatives. 


PF. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., April 1 
The Northeastern States have their 
own problem in cooperative market- 
ing, according to Charles S. Wilson, 
member for New York State of 
President Hoover's Federal Farm 
Board. That problem, he declared 
in an address here today, differs 
materially from the problem of the 
Middle and Far Western States. 

‘“‘We have large markets in our 
midst,’’ Mr. Wilson declared, ‘‘in 
many instances within trucking dis- 
tance, and we have, generally speak- 
ing, a more diversified type of farm- 
ing, which means that the local co- 
operative may have to handle several 
commodities instead of a single com- 
modity. 

“There are in the North Atlantic 
and New England States over 800 co- 
operative associations handling all 
commodities. The Federal Farm 
Board desires to contact with those 
associations, to know their set-up, 
the products they handle, their mar- 
kets, their difficulties and the like.”’ 

With this end in view, he explained, 
personal visits to these cooperative 
associations would be made by repre- 
ntatives of colleges and depart- 
ments of agriculture working in co- 
operation with the Farm Board. 

‘‘The board believes in the centrali- 
zation of local and regional coopera- 
tives into stronger, better financed 
and better managed marketing asso- 
ciations. Centralization of sales re- 
duces competition between coopera- 
tives, will give the organized farmers 
greater bargaining power, will per- 
mit the collection of adequate mar- 
keting information, will make pos- 
sible important economies in assem- 
bling and distributing the crop and 
should aid in guiding farmers in pro- 
duction. The board is committed to 
a policy of assisting in building up 
uc} al organization by com

World Consumption of American 


Staple Continues Below Mark 
of a Year Ago. 


Prices advanced sharply again on 
the Cotton Exchange yesterday and 
under an urgent demand a gain of 
30 points carried May to 16% cents, 
or 212 cents from the low records 
made less than a month ago. Cover- 
ing in the May delivery met enough 
sales to widen the discount to 10 
points under July, but without halt- 
ing the general upward movement. 
While trading quieted at times, re- 


newed activity swept both old and 
new crops to the highest levels of 
the recovery, ending with a rise of 
24 to 35 points. 

Closing quotations for May were a 
quarter cent above the figure at 
which the cooperative association 
holdings were taken over by the 
Farm Board about two months ago 
and a half cent below a level corre- 
sponding to the lending figure in the 
South. May in New Orleans closed 
at 16.23 cents, or 35 points under 
the lending figure, with 15 points 
carrying charge, making prices on 
the Southern Exchange still 50 points 
from the figure at which advances 
were made in the last few months 
by the Farm Board. 

Advices from spot quarters re- 
flected another decline, holders of 
unsold cotton in the South offering 
actual cotton to make sales and re- 
duce hedges in contract markets. 
Much of the cotton owned by larger 
dealers and stored in Southern ware- 
houses is reported to be of inch or 
more staple, which is too valuable to 
be delivered on contract under the 
present premium allowed for staple 
by the Exchange rules. 

The Cotton Exchange Service esti- 
mates world’s consumption of Amer- 
ican cotton in February at 1,061,000 
bales, compared with 1,237,000 last 
year, and for the seven months at 
8,161,000 bales, or about 700,000 under 
the mark a year before. The world’s 
supply of American on March 1 was 
estimated at 10,918,000 bales, or 268,-

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1.—The. dis- 
turbance that was over Northern Migsgouri 
Monday night is advancing rapidly north- 
eastward with increasing intensity. Another 
disturbance of considerable intensity is north 
of Saskatchewan.
